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Warning 
over fake 
iPhones 
trading 

THE hottest trend in mobile 
phones may leave shoppers 
feeling cold after fake 
iPhones are found in a van in 
Oldbury. 

Trading standards offi¬ 
cers from Sandwell Council 
found a haul of counterfeit 
phones and chargers in the 
back of a white transit van 
during a routine stop as part 
of operations with West Mid¬ 
lands Police 

Tests on the fake phones 
and chargers have found 
that while they meet basic 
safety standards prolonged 
charging could cause the 
handsets to set on fire. 

The council has warned 
consumers the counterfeits 
are so close to the real 
product it would be easy for 
a member of the public to be 
tricked into handing over 
cash for what they may 
believe is a genuine item. 

Advise 

Conmen are believed to 
have offered the counterfeit 
Apple iPhone 4s and iPhone 
5 at a fraction of the £410 to 
£700 retail price. 

Sandwell trading stan¬ 
dards manager Bob Charn- 
ley said: “If anyone 
approaches you in the street 
and offers you a product that 
appears to be too good to be 
true, in all likelihood it is. 

“I would advise members 
of the public to avoid these 
products as you could very 
well be wasting a consider¬ 
able amount of money.” 

Norovirus 
shuts wards 

ALL wards at Sandwell Hos¬ 
pital have been closed to vis¬ 
itors after dozens of patients 
contracted norovirus. 

Twenty-four patients on 
Lyndon Four ward, 17 on 
Priory Ward Five, 18 on 
Lyndon Five and six on 
Lyndon Three have been 
confirmed as having the bug. 

Sandwell and West Birm¬ 
ingham Hospitals Trust 
spokeswoman Jeanette 
Lunt said: “We have four 
wards shut due to confirmed 
cases. We have been forced 
to shut for the safety of 
patients.” 


Staffie bit teenager after running out of house 


A TEENAGER needed hospital treatment 
after a Staffordshire bull terrier escaped 
from a house and bit him, a court heard. 

The 15-year-old, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was with friends in Jesson 
Street, West Bromwich, when the dog jump¬ 
ed up at him, biting him in the groin area, 
forcing him to the ground, before biting him 
a second time, Sandwell magistrates heard. 

It eventually let go after the 20 to 30- 
second assault, leaving the boy with a 2cm 
wound and a graze to the right elbow. 


The court was told that Jalani Francis 
had been in the house with his wife Marcia 
when they heard a commotion and screams 
from the group of friends outside. 

Miss Rosie Sivia, prosecuting, said Marcia 
Francis opened the front door to find out 
what was going on but the dog ran outside 
and launched the attack. 

Miss Sivia said an argument began 
between people gathered outside in the road 
in the aftermath but the boy slipped away. 
After he noticed blood stains he went to 


Sandwell General Hospital where the 
wound was cleaned up. 

Miss Sivia said the dog was owned by 
Francis’s son, and he had been looking after 
it for him. Francis, now of Douglas Road, 
Handsworth, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to being in charge of a dog which 
was dangerously out of control in a public 
place and caused injury last May. The 41- 
year-old appeared at court on Monday for 
sentencing. Mr Errol Robinson, defending, 
said he was a man of previous good charac¬ 


ter. “This is a case of negligence rather than 
any deliberate or reckless action,” he said. 

District Judge Michael Wheeler said 
Francis should be allowed to have dogs as 
the evidence failed to show he was an unfit 
owner but he ordered the dog be destroyed. 

Francis was given a 12-month community 
order and 80 hours unpaid work. He was 
ordered to pay the 15-year-old £300 compen¬ 
sation, £80 court costs and £250 towards 
kennelling fees while the dog was cared for 
by police.

Solicitors 
cashier's 
10 years 
stealing 



Pauline Sutcliffe - guilty 


A CASHIER from Oldbury 
has admitted stealing an 
estimated £166,000 from the 
Black Country solicitors’ 
firm where she worked. 

Pauline Sutcliffe took the 
cash over a 10-year period 
but the firm has since gone 
into liquidation and there is 
“uncertainty” about the 
exact amount involved, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told on Monday. 

The 58-year-old pleaded 
guilty to stealing £165,784 
over 10 years up to Decem¬ 
ber 31, 2010 from Stables 
and Co, which used to have 
offices in Rowley Regis, 
Stourbridge and Halesowen. 

The business is now in the 
hands of the Solicitors Regu¬ 
latory Authority. 

The amount on the charge 
was based on her confes¬ 
sions but had not been inde¬ 
pendently verified because 
of the liquidation, the court 
heard.

The way she cooked the 
books to try to cover up the 
theft of cash paid into 
Stables by clients meant 
there was a danger of 
“double or even treble 
accounting,” Mr Robert 
Cowley, defending, said. 

“The money stolen was 
only ever cash handed over 
by clients and the only way 
that a true figure for the loss 
can be established is 
through the proper accounts 
of the firm that are now in 
the hands of the Solicitors 
Regulatory Authority. We do 
not accept that £165,000 is 
the amount involved. It 
could be considerably less.” 

It was agreed this could be 
amended if necessary. 

Sutcliffe from Wolver¬ 
hampton Street, Oldbury, 
who was of previous good 
character, was remanded on 
unconditional bail until her 
next court appearance. 
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Month's overtime for ambulance staff 


AMBULANCE staff in the West 
Midlands are clocking up nearly four 
weeks of overtime a year as demand 
on the emergency service grows. 

The West Midlands service’s 4,000 
workers recorded a total of 554,705 
hours in overtime last year - about 
139 hours a year each. 

The staff get paid one-and-a-half 
times their hourly rate for the over¬ 
time, equating to around £3 million 


a year. More than 90 per cent of the 
extra hours was shared between 
clinical workers including para¬ 
medics, and call centre operators. 

The figures, obtained by a 
Freedom of Information Act 
request, showed that December and 
January was the busiest time for 
overtime. 

Chief executive Anthony Marsh 
said the service faced an increase in 


call-outs compared with previous 
years. Over the festive period, the 
service was forced to cancel some 
training and non-essential meet¬ 
ings. 

Help was also sought from St John 
Ambulance, employed on a commer¬ 
cial contract, to assist paramedics. 

A spokesman said: “Overtime is a 
necessary part of working for an 
emergency service due to the unpre¬ 


dictable nature of the work. Around 
21 per cent of the overtime was in 
the two busiest months of the year, 
December and January. The trust 
uses overtime to continue to provide 
a safe and efficient service.” 

A spokesman for Unison said: 
“The amount of overtime expected 
gets a mixed reception. Some are fed 
up, some people just see it as part of 
their job.” 


Police boss is defiant 
over hiring assistants 


THE new West Midlands Police and Crime 
Commissioner is to press ahead selecting 
three unelected assistants, despite objec¬ 
tions from the board of councillors that over¬ 
sees his role. 

Bob Jones wants the three assistants at a cost of £22,500 
a year each for just 10 days work a month, and a further 
three part-time executive members. It has emerged that the 
Police and Crime Panel, made up of 12 councillors from 


across the region and two 
independent members, has 
refused to support the 
plans. 

But the new commis¬ 
sioner, who is three months 
into his £100,000-a-year 
role, said the panel had no 
power to veto his plans. 

He said: “I’ve noted their 
views and given the oppor¬ 
tunity, I could have 
explained why the system 
they were proposing would 
not have worked. 

“The issues are not about 
not having support in my 
role. It is about how it is 
made up and the nature of 
it. I have advertised for the 
selection and shortlisted 
candidates and the selection 
is imminent.” 

Concerns 

Crime panel chairman 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
had questioned the value for 
money of the new jobs. 

Those selected will each 
cover two areas - Coventry 
and Solihull, Walsall and 
Wolverhampton or Dudley 
and Sandwell. 

Yvonne Mosquito, the 
deputy police and crime 
commissioner who is paid 
£65,000 a year, will have 
responsibility for Birming-

ham. Councillor Cooper also 
raised concerns that some 
assistant police and crime 
commissioners may live 
outside of the districts they 
will be covering. 

In a letter to the commis¬ 
sioner, Sandwell Council 
leader Councillor Cooper 
said: “There were genuine 
concerns about your 
appointments process for 
the assistant police and 
crime commissioners.” 

He concluded: “As a result 
of these concerns the panel 
agreed that, at this point, 
they would not take up your 
offer of involvement in the 
selection process nor as 
formal observers at board 
meetings.” 

Councillor Cooper also 
claimed the appointment of 
the three new assistant com¬ 
missioner roles would 
reduce accessibility to the 
Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner - one thing the Gov¬ 
ernment said creation of the 
elected roles would improve. 

Mr Jones said the panel 
wanted each local authority 
leader to nominate someone 
for the roles he is advertising 
for, which would be more 
expensive to the taxpayer.

£38,239 has helped make it secure 
for the foreseeable future. 

The money has come from Sport 
England’s Inspired Facilities Fund. 

It is part of the £135 million 


Places People Play legacy pro¬ 
gramme that is bringing the magic 
of a home Olympic and Paralympic 
Games into communities across the 
country. 

Club chairman Bert Chambers, 
who has been associated with 
Bronze for more than 40 years, said: 
“This is a dream come true. The 
club has struggled to grow due to 
the lack of proper lighting and 
heating. 

“This award will ensure Bronze 
CC can grow during the 21st 


century to become one of the town 
major cricket providers”. 

The cricket club started life as a 
1950s work team for the managing 
director and senior staff members of 
Aluminium Bronze in Walsall. 

In the 1990s, the club introduced 
a new junior section. It now has four 
junior teams competing in leagues 
and almost 100 junior members. 

Meanwhile, Walsall Cricket Club 
is hoping to boost junior member¬ 
ship with plans for better changing 
rooms at its site in Gorway Road. 


Couple prove that love can 
bridge a 40-year age gap 



SIMON and Edna Martin are 
proving that a big age gap is no 
barrier when it comes to love. 

Cynics said the marriage of Edna, 77, and 
Simon, 38, would not last. 

But after seven years together, the couple 
are as happy as ever and they have just 
renewed their vows to prove it. 

But Simon, who comes from Cradley 
Heath, and Edna, admit that their relation¬ 
ship still causes problems with some friends 
and family, including Simon’s parents Eric 
and Gillian, who still live in Cradley Heath 
and who haven’t spoken to the couple in 
some time. 

“I’m quite happy to tell people where they 
can go if they think what we have done is 
wrong, because it means they have missed 
the whole point of why we are together - love 
has no barriers,” said Edna, who was 
divorced from her husband of 37 years when 
she met Simon. 

“There is someone out there for everyone. 
You don’t need to look for that person. I was 
quite happy living on my own, but then I met 
Simon and it was love at first sight. 

“Look at us now - sat on the settee 
together holding hands while we watch TY 
we are very much in love. 

Disabilities 

“We are watching one of our favourite TV 
shows - Waiting for God, with Stephanie 
Cole, who I model myself on.” 

Edna had four children with her first 
husband, including a daughter called 
Wilma, who died aged 13 from Wilson’s 
disease. 

Edna and Simon’s marriage in 2005 made 
national headlines because of the age differ¬ 
ence. She was portrayed as a predatory 
granny, while Simon was depicted as a naive 
young man with learning difficulties. 

Simon was a bit of a loner who had never 
had a girlfriend and still lived with his 
parents. 

He suffers from dyslexia, dyspraxia and 
aspergers syndrome, a form of autism which 
makes social relationships and communica¬ 
tion difficult, and has hearing, sight and 
kidney problems. 

Edna said: “Both of us have disabilities. 
However, we understand each other’s prob¬ 
lems and learn to cope with them, which can 
be a challenge for anyone. 

“It has been hard at times but we love 


each other, more than ever.” 

The couple met in 2003 at an organ 
concert at the Odeon in Weston-super-Mare, 
the seaside town where they now live. 

Edna said they have a wide circle of 
friends and have cinema and theatre events 
at their house, adding: “Simon can’t add 
seven and four or tie a knot or a bow, but he 
can play the organ like a dream.” 

Edna said their love for organ music 
brought them together and they still enjoy 
listening to the old cinema tunes. 

“When we met I was on my own and quite 


content, up to a point - but I have a need to 
love and care for someone. Simon satisfies 
that need in me. 

“Neither of us are typical of our genera¬ 
tion, our class or our upbringing, but we are 
the love of each other’s lives.” 

Young-at-heart Edna says when she was a 
young girl she pretended to be a boy so she 
could get on to a mechanical engineering 
course at a college. 

“Simon is good on advising people how to 
make and mend things and they are always 
calling him up for advice,” she says. 


“We are a good team because I like to 
maintain the organs and look after them 
and Simon is excellent at playing them. 

“He is very naughty, sexy and funny - my 
life has been amazing since I met him.” 

Simon regrets that his parents don’t 
understand the relationship. 

He says: “They have made efforts - they 
even let us stay in their caravan in Cornwall 
as a honeymoon. ” He adds: “We just work on 
a day-to-day basis and don’t worry about the 
future as it takes up the valuable time we 
have together now.”

Gill to give public more say over police priorities 


THE new Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for the West Midlands met 
safety chiefs in Sandwell to talk 
about how to keep crime falling.

environmental problems such as 
litter, fly tipping and dog fouling. 

Safer Sandwell Partnership 
Board chair John Garrett, who is 
also the council’s deputy chief exec¬ 
utive, said: “It was a pleasure to 
welcome Bob Jones to Sandwell and 
talk to him about our work, includ¬ 
ing the crime falls here in recent 
years. 

“We were interested to hear what 
Bob had to say, particularly around 


his wish to see public and voluntary 
sector organisations having even 
greater involvement in setting our 
priorities. 

“We agreed to look again at the 
membership of the Safer Sandwell 
Partnership and how we consult the 
public. We will look to build on the 
way we do things, to make sure we 
are focusing our efforts on the prob¬ 
lems that matter most to people.” 


Vandal-hit building is 
facing the bulldozers 


Helping hand from store boss Rita

THE former Sandwell 
College campus in Smeth¬ 
wick will be flattened to 
stop it being targeted by 
thieves and vandals. 

The Crocketts Lane campus of 
Sandwell College has been repeat¬ 
edly attacked by vandals, thieves 
and been used by homeless people 
sleeping rough, according to a 
report. 

Bosses at the college now want to 
demolish all but the Grade II listed 
block to make it attractive to devel¬ 
opers, and to stop the anti-social 
behaviour. 

It is thought the listed main block 
would become part of any further 
development. 

Students at Sandwell College left 
their three separate bases in 
Sandwell to move into the state-of- 
the art £77 million building in Spon 
Lane in West Bromwich last year. 
College bosses are now in the process 
of disposing of the three sites. 

Market 

Sandwell Council plans to join 
forces with Sandwell College to 
market the listed college building 
along with the neighbouring cleared 
site of the former Crocketts Lane 
Primary school. 

A report to the cabinet member 
for asset management Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain says: “The main 
block is grade II listed which has to 
be retained and form part of any 
development proposals. Two further 
buildings have been locally listed by 
the local planning authority and are 
deemed worthy of preservation.” 

The report adds: “The redevelop¬ 
ment of the modern buildings and 
restoration of the historic buildings 
for residential uses will provide new 
homes for the people of Sandwell.” 

The college is appointing Birm¬ 
ingham-based surveying firm 
Savills to dispose of the listed build¬ 
ing. 

Weeks ago, plans went on display 
for the redevelopment of another 
former college building in West 
Bromwich. That scheme will see the 
old Sandwell College building in 
High Street replaced by a modern 
development which could include 
apartments, shops and a hotel. 


BOSSES of a family-run conven¬ 
ience store are urging people to 
suggest charities and good causes to 
receive a cash boost. 

Oldbury-based Global Plus oper¬ 
ates a scheme that has already sup¬ 
ported a number of groups. Every 
time customers buy a Heritage- 
branded product, a per centage goes 
into a kitty, which is then dished out 
to worthy beneficiaries in Sandwell.

interested in hearing about the 
smaller groups that find it harder to 
get support. 

“We feel we can make a real differ¬ 
ence in the area. I want to thank the 
customers because they are sup¬ 
porting this scheme and making a 
difference locally. 

“It’s thanks to them we have been 
able to raise so much so far.”

A night of 
drinks led 
to death 

A MAN died at a pub after 
suffering bleeding around 
the brain and a fracture to 
his skull, an inquest heard. 

Kashmir Singh Gosal, 
aged 36, had “slumped” 
after a night of heavy drink¬ 
ing at the Bull’s Head, 
Birmingham Street, 

Oldbury, on November 26, 
2011. 

Smethwick Coroner’s 
Court was told that staff put 
him on a couch to “sleep it 
off”. But he was found dead 
the next morning. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain heard Mr 
Gosal, of Century Road, 
Oldbury, had suffered a frac¬ 
ture along the skull. He had 
extensive bleeding around 
the brain which experts said 
was most likely the result of 
a fall contributed to by alco¬ 
holic intoxication. 

Mr Balmain adjourned 
the inquest so a witness who 
failed to turn up could be 
located. 


Taxi drivers have their licences revoked 


DOZENS of taxi drivers had their licences 
revoked or suspended in Sandwell last year 
following motoring offences or convictions. 

More than 30 drivers were brought before 
Sandwell Council licensing bosses in the 12 
months starting from January 2012, while a 
further 18 licence applications were refused. 

In total in the borough, there were 28 
licences suspended, with 15 due to DVLA 
convictions, while one driver’s licence was 
suspended for plying for trade. 

A further seven were revoked - three for 
a breach of conditions and two due to 
pending court cases. Taxi bosses have 


insisted that most drivers in the area are 
operating correctly and within the law. 

Onkar Basra, of the Sandwell Taxi Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “I would say that the majority 
of drivers are working within the law. I am 
not aware of any drivers where anything has 
happened. “ 

“We have to inform the council of convic¬ 
tions and then they put it to the committee 
and the committee decides what to do. I 
think the committee are fair on the whole.” 

In Walsall last year more than 40 drivers 
were brought before Walsall Council licens¬ 
ing bosses. There were 11 licences removed 


with reasons ranging from drink driving 
convictions, plying for hire and having no 
insurance, and points under the totting-up 
procedure. 

Cautions 

There were seven licences suspended 
which included the accumulation of points, 
failing to set the meter and also illegally 
plying for business. 

Scores of others were issued with cautions 
by councillors on the committee. 

In Walsall last year a taxi driver who 
refused to carry a blind woman because of 


her guide dog, was hit with a court bill of 
more than £1,500. Matloob Hussain had 
travelled to pick up Kelly Ann Roberts from 
her home in Walsall Wood as she was due to 
go to Manor Hospital with her mother. 

The driver refused to accept black 
Labrador cross Roxy in the vehicle. 

In other checks, a joint operation was 
carried out by the council, police and the 
Vehicle and Operator Services Agency last 
summer. The owners of six limousines used 
by children on prom nights were issued with 
prohibition notices over mechanical defects. 


Olympics fans go for gold 
at auction of memorabilia

COLLECTORS flocked to get 
their hands on memorabilia from 
the London Olympics at an 
auction in Wednesbury. 

From a gigantic model piano played by 
Gary Barlow to a steam iron that was used 
in the Olympic village - hundreds of collect¬ 
able and quirky items were on offer. 

BCF Furniture Outlet’s 66,000sq ft ware¬ 
house, in Bull Lane, Wednesbury, was 
packed out las week as people arrived to put 
in their bids for the treasures on offer. 

And the most interest was reserved for 
the memorabilia sale where props used by 
Take That during the games’ lavish closing 
ceremony were up for grabs. 

The lots were bought by businessmen 
Phil Nicholls and Kevin Scott, both of 
Wolverhampton, who said they wanted to 
ensure the items stayed in the UK. 

Mr Scott, a film industry specialist, said: 
“It is surprising how many of these items 
may have ended up overseas such as in the 
United States. 

“We wanted to make sure they remained 
in the UK. The games took place in London 
and it was a once-in-a-lifetime event. These 
items are now a part of our heritage. 

“They will be staying in the UK and 
staying in the Black Country.” 

Delighted 

His business partner Mr Nicholls, a prop¬ 
erty developer from Bilston, said his wife 
Debbie and daughter Phoebe were massive 
Take That fans and would be delighted with 
the purchases. 

“Our main aim was to get the keyboard 
which Gary Barlow played during the cere¬ 
mony. However, we decided to invest in 
some of the other items as well.” 

The keyboard sold for just short of a four 
figure sum. 

Alongside the keyboard the business part¬ 
ners purchased large pocket watch props 
and two drums used by Take That not only 
at the Olympics but also during their 2011 
Progress Tour. 

They also bought a model grandfather 
clock, a copper jug in the style of Alice in 
Wonderland and a kettle drum that were all 
used in the closing ceremony. 

The businessmen were not the only ones 
to pick up a slice of Olympic history at the 
auction. Grandfather-of-three James May, 


of West Bromwich, was the first person to 
bid for any of the lots - a steam iron from the 
Olympic Village which he bought for £4. 

Mr May, aged 69, of Marsh Lane, also 
picked up hard hat emblazoned with the 
Olympic logo for £2 and a pack containing 
posters and other memorabilia for £1. 

But he was most pleased to get his hands 
on a London 2012 banner after successfully 
putting in a £2 bid for the item. 

He said: “My grandchildren asked me to 
come along and get some items as they were 
unable to get here themselves. They espe¬ 


cially wanted the banner so I am pleased 
that lot came along and I was successful.” 

Other items of memorabilia, including a 
selection of banners used during the Suffra¬ 
gette segment of the opening ceremony, did 
not sell yesterday and were due to go under 
the hammer again today. 

Some bunting and flags used during the 
sporting event were also held over to go back 
for sale. 

More than 70 lorries were needed to 
transfer all the items, a combined total of 
3,000 lots, to the warehouse in Wednesbury. 


A lot of interest was generated in equipment 
from the games with desk fans and safes, 
used by athletes to protect their personal 
possessions, selling well. 

The safes sold for between £12 and £30. 

The sale was organised by BCF Furniture 
Outlet, which is run by 59-year-old busi¬ 
nessman Jim Cassidy, of Bloxwich. 

Mr Cassidy purchased the items to go up 
for auction after being contacted by a friend. 

Auctions will be held again next week, on 
February 27 and 28.

Fire service 
wants tower 
inferno for 
its training 


A 50ft tower, which will be used to train fire¬ 
fighters from across the country in tackling 
fires in high-rise blocks, will be built in 
Sandwell under new plans. 

West Midlands Fire Service wants to put up the six-storey 
building, which would be used to simulate fires in tower 


blocks, including flats, at 
the site of Oldbury Fire 
Station, close to junction 
two of the M5.

MP angry at online on ads 


TENS of thousands of jobs, 
including many in the Dudley 
borough, are being adver¬ 
tised overseas, it has been 
revealed. 

Dudley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin is demanding an explanation 
after finding that 33,000 vacancies 
were being promoted online via the 
Europa Job Mobility website. 

The jobs are uploaded to the website 
by Jobcentre Plus, which also adver¬ 
tises them locally. 

Mr Austin said the scheme was a 
scandal at a time when scores of public 
sector jobs were being axed. 


The website lists 41 health service 
jobs in the Black Country, including 21 
posts in Dudley, three in Sandwell, 
nine in Wolverhampton and eight in 
Walsall. 

In manufacturing, nine jobs are 
offered in Dudley, six in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton and five in Walsall. There are 26 
jobs in sales and marketing offered on 
the Europa website, 18 of them in 
Wolverhampton. 

A motor vehicle practitioner instruc¬ 
tor in Staffordshire on a salary of up to 
£23,382 is being advertised. 

Teaching posts account for a large 
proportion of the 33,911 jobs adver¬ 
tised in the West Midlands. 


Around 74 of them have been adver¬ 
tised in the Black Country, including 
20 at schools and colleges in Dudley 
borough. 

In Wolverhampton, which has one of 
the highest youth unemployment rates 
in the country, a vacancy has been 
posted for a job as a trainee chef at an 
unnamed city hotel. The job pays £104 
a week with training provided. 

There were 2,301 jobs for teaching 
professionals in the West Midlands 
advertised. 

Mr Austin has called on the Govern¬ 
ment to explain why it is promoting 
public sector jobs abroad while sacking 
public sector workers at home.

£880,000 in the past two 
years. 

Group chairman Fred 
Barnfield said: “Libraries in 
Sandwell have been leaders 
in the campaign to reduce 
the impact of austerity on 
our borough’s residents. 

“Staff and volunteers 
have taken to heart key 
council targets aimed at 
helping those people most in 
need. 

“In the past few years the 
service has been forced to 
cope with savage budget 
cuts. Libraries have sur¬ 
vived because our excellent 
staff have worked even 
harder and increased flexi¬ 
bility. 

“Along the way, a crippling 
29 per cent of their jobs have 


gone. Nowadays visitors reg¬ 
ularly ask why there are so 
few staff. 

“Library opening hours 
were cut last year and it may 
well get worse this year. 

“Now we are being told 
that we must cut another 
£300,000 from our budget in 
the next financial year. That 
is on top of almost £888,000 
over the past two years. This 
is a tipping point for 
Sandwell’s library service.” 

He is calling on members 
to vote against any proposed 
cuts to library services and 
said: “It is not a big sum in 
the context of the council’s 
overall spending. I hope you 
agree that it is money well 
spent and decide to support 
libraries. 

“If the council goes ahead 
with this budget reduction it 
will lead to further serious 
cuts in library hours, even 
fewer library staff - and the 
decline of a well loved and 
much needed service.”

Theatre's date for reopening 


FORMER student Daniel 
Jones has started a 10-year 
jail sentence after admit¬ 
ting the manslaughter of 
22-year-old Da In Lee. 

At Wolverhampton Crown Court 
last week, Judge John Wait said 
Jones represented a “substantial 
risk”. 

He ordered Jones, 27, of Grace 
Road, Tipton, to remain under 
supervision for a further five years 
after imprisonment. 

A jury found Jones not guilty of 
murdering Miss Lee but accepted 
his manslaughter admission. 

Gordon Aspdon, prosecuting, 
said: “This has had a devastating 
effect on Da In Lee’s family. Her 
mother and father travelled from 
Korea to identify her body.” 

Miss Lee’s sister planned to study 
in England but now would not. 

Frightened 

The death followed a row over 
Miss Lee’s hair blocking the bath 
plug hole at the Tipton flat on April 
8, last year. 

It ended in Jones straddling Miss 
Lee on the floor while applying pres¬ 
sure to her windpipe with one hand 
and covering her mouth with the 
other. 

Jones made no attempt to help 
Miss Lee after she stopped breath¬ 
ing and after her death tried to book 
airline tickets to New York. 

Jones had assaulted Miss Lee 
earlier which had left her frightened 
and seeking to end their relation¬ 
ship. 

Judge John Wait said: “I accept 
you did not intend to cause her 
death or permanent injury but this 
was an intentional assault to 
demonstrate your control over her.”

Fizzing fun for Tizer's 
one big happy family 


IT could be a cold job, 
working at the Tizer factory 
in Wednesbury, recalls 
Pearl Goode. 

“To stop the tops from flying off, 
you had to dip the bottles of Tizer 
into a bowl of warm water while you 
put the cap on,” she recalls. 

“In the cold weather we used to 
hold our hands down in the bottle 
for a bit to keep warm.” 

But while it might have got a bit 
parky in the winter, 70-year-old 
Pearl recalls it as one of the happi¬ 
est times of her life. 

“We were like on big happy 
family,” she says. 

Indeed family was very much the 
operative word for Pearl, who went 
to work at the plant around 1960. 

Her mother, her sister, her 
cousin - around a dozen of her rela¬ 
tives worked at the factory in Friar 
Park Road, and she says there used 
to be a real bond. 

“It was the same throughout,

there were lots of families who all 
worked together,” says Pearl, who 

operated the machines on the pro- 

duction lines. 

“I think my mum Mary Wilkes 
started work there about 1950, and 
my cousin June Newell was also 
working there when I joined. 

“My uncle Jack Vincent, he was a 
driver, then there was another 
cousin, Geoffrey Tilly.” 

Pearl recently discovered these 
photographs while searching 
through some family belongings. 
Thought to have been taken during 
the 1950s and 1960s, they show a 
happy, contented workforce. 

“They went on a few coach trips, 
and they went to dances at the 
Stewponey Hotel, near Kinver, 
when they wanted a weekend away. 

“There was a great mix of people, 
and we all got on well. There were 
youngsters like me, but there were 
also a lot of older people,” says 


Pearl, who lives in Freeman Road. 
She isn’t in any of the photographs, 
but her mother, cousin and several 
other family members are. 

Her son Rob Goode is hoping that 
other people will get in touch. 

Tizer was founded in 1924 by 
Fred Pickup, of Manchester, and 
was originally known as Pickup’s 
Appetizer. 

As its popularity grew, the name 
was abbreviated to the snappier 
Tizer, and a number of plants began 
to spring up across the UK, includ¬ 
ing the one at Wednesbury. 

In 1972 the company was taken 
over Scottish soft drinks giant A G 
Barr. Production ceased at Friar 
Park years ago, but there is still a 
sales operation on the site. 

Pearl says while she loved her 
time at the plant, she could not 
imagine many of today’s young¬ 
sters would want to work in such an 
environment. 

“It was hard work, and the pay 
wasn’t great, but we had fun.”

Passenger badly hurt as 
car hits parked vehicles 

SHOCKED residents opened 
their front doors to a “scene 
of horror” after a car 
ploughed into a row of parked 
vehicles before coming to 
rest in the road. 

People in Park Road, Wednesbury, 
described how they ran outside after 
hearing a loud smash outside their 
homes at around 11.40pm on Monday. 

A Fiat Punto has lost control along 
the road and collided with parked vehi¬ 
cles. A passenger in the car, a man in 
his 20s, suffered a serious head injury. 

Residents said the impact of the 
smash had been enough to send the 
cars hurtling backwards into those 
parked directly behind.

She said her Mini had suffered some 
damage to the rear and she was waitng

to take it to a garage for a check. Keith 
Nelson, 63, said his work’s van, 
Renault Kangoo, has suffered exten¬ 
sive damage to the front and he 
expected it to be a write off. 

“It was absolute chaos following the 
crash. It looks like the car ploughed 
into one of the cars at first and rico¬ 
cheted back into the road,” he said. 

“The impact then knocked all of the 
other cars back into each other. My van 
is badly damaged and I have been told

AN ADVENTUROUS pooch 
was saved by firefighters 
after she fell into a canal lock 
in Titpon. 

The Staffordshire bull terrier, who 
has now been named Angel, got into 
difficulty when she fell into the lock on 
a stretch of Dudley Canal near Factory 
Road. 

Fortunately she was spotted by a 
member of the public who called the 
fire service. 

With no owner in sight and snow 
starting to fall heavily, fire crews from

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£500k cannabis plants 
uncovered in police raid

UP to 1,000 cannabis plants 
with a street value of around 
£500,000 were today being 
seized by police on an indus¬ 
trial estate in West Bromwich. 

The drugs were found at a former 
refrigeration warehouse in Queens 
Court Industrial Estate off Greets 
Green Road. 

Police believe the factory was run by 
a Vietnamese gang and may have been 
raided by another criminal gang 
shortly before officers discovered it. 

As well as hundreds of plants - each 
worth up to £500 - equipment to heat 
and water them was also discovered. 

Police swooped on the premises after 
investigating reports of a burglary. 

A 29-year-old man carrying a 
cannabis plant was arrested in Greets 
Green Road and a sniffer dog was used 
to trace his movements back to the 
factory.

The factory contained 10 rooms with 
evidence people had been living there 
including bedding, clothing, dirty pots 
and pans with half-eaten food and a 
Buddhist shrine. 

Police described the operation as like 
a “conveyor belt of cannabis.” 

Mike Hall, West Midlands Police 
cannabis disposal team manager, said: 
“We have cuttings of female plants, we 
have plants that are nearly fully grown 
and plants that are at the flowering 
stage. 

“We also have rooms filled with har¬ 
vested plants. We expect the gang to 
have been here for a good few months. 

“The plants have a 15-week growing 
cycle. The gang would have planned to 
have remained here undiscovered for 
as long as possible.” 

One person has been arrested over 
the cultivation of the class B drug. 

The raid was 1.30am last Thursday. 

Mr Hall said he believed the gang 


had already harvested hundreds of 
plants. 

“The gang would have been living 
here 24 hours a day for a number of 
months and therefore there must be 
some forensic evidence of who they 
were,” he said. 

“They would have chosen this 
factory specifically both because of its 
location and because it was an old 
refrigeration building. 

“It has polystyrene covered walls 
and concrete floors and ceilings that 
would have kept the heat inside. 
Clearly it was chosen with some care.” 

The factory contained dozens of 600 
watt light bulbs plus dozens of plugs 
and wires powering a sophisticated 
ventilation system. It is believed the 
gang stole the electricity from National 

Mr Hall said they were treating the 


discovery as serious organised crime. 
He said the cannabis growers would 
have effectively been slaves. 

“Cannabis is a cash point for the 
criminal world,” he said. “They would 
have used the cash from the drugs to 
fund criminal activity.” 

Christian Marsh, aged 39, who 
works for nearby car firm LAM said: “I 
did not realise anything was going on. 

“We did not see anything suspicious. 
The first we knew was when we saw 
the police. 

“I only thought it was a little opera¬ 
tion. I was quite surprised to hear it 
was quite big. It’s quiet down here and 
that unit is right at the end, tucked 
away. There are a lot of comings and 
goings so you would not really notice.”

They released 16 balloons 
into the air in honour of the 
teenager who would have 
celebrated his 16th birthday 
today (Thursday).

All of the balloons also had 
16 written on them to mark 
the occasion.

One of the arteries went 
deep inside the muscles and 
had caused a “critical com¬ 
pression” leading to a reduc¬ 
tion in oxygen. 

The inquest was told the 
chances of diagnosing the 
condition before it was too 
late were slim as there were 
no symptoms to detect. 

A verdict of death by 
natural causes was 
recorded. 

Aidan’s mother Jacque¬ 
line Muir said the balloon 


release was just one of the 
tributes planned for her son. 

The family are also 
looking at having a bronze 
sculpture created in his 
memory. 

School spokeswoman 
Elaine Edmunds said: “The 
event has been organised by 
Aidan’s family and all of the 
pupils at the school were 
invited to attend. 

“Both youngsters and 
staff wanted to pay tribute 
to Aidan.”

Teacher returns to work 
after conviction quashed 

A TIPTON teacher accused of a 
slamming a folder into the head 
of a child has returned to work 
after her appeal was upheld. 

Drama teacher Vanessa Greening, with a 
career spanning 30 years, was found guilty 
of common assault in November but 
appealed in December and was cleared. 

Alexandra High School, lifted a suspen¬ 
sion, in force for the best part of a year, and 
let her to return to work. 

Head Ian Binnie said Miss Greening had

“Given the outcome of the appeal, the 
suspension has been lifted and she has been 
allowed to return for normal duties.” 

Parents of a 13-year-old pupil complained 
to teachers who then contacted the police. 

Folder 

At Sandwell Magistrates Court it was 
alleged she lost her temper as pupils saw 
another group perform last February. 

Ms Greening, 49 at the time, and of 
Dunsford Road, Bearwood, hit the folder 
against the youngster’s head as someone 
spoke. The court heard the boy was shocked 
but unhurt and told police “it didn’t hurt”. 

Ms Greening denied allegations but was 
found guilty. Defence solicitor Miss Laura 
Culley said she did not accept the incident 
happened intentionally or otherwise. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court confirmed 
her conviction was quashed after an appeal 
on December 21. 

Sandwell school boss Councillor Bob 
Badham said schools had to handle allega¬ 
tions very carefully. 

“In this case the teacher has been com¬ 
pletely cleared and the procedure has run 
it’s natural course,” he said.

Work nears 
completion 
on project's

for blaze-hit textile firm 


DEMOLITION at a textiles firm 
ravaged by a severe fire has been 
delayed following a wrangle with 
insurers. 

Around 60 firefighters battled the blaze 
at BCR Global Textiles, in Greets Green 
Road, West Bromwich, on January 6. 

A sorting warehouse at the premises was 
destroyed but other parts of the site, includ¬ 
ing the company’s main office, were saved. 

Bosses expected rebuilding to have been 
started within weeks but insurers have so 
far failed to pay out bringing the clean-up to 
a standstill and leaving the firm in limbo. 

Work has continued with bosses forced to 
rent a warehouse near to the site to make up 
for the lost storage space. 

Managing director Maxine Sault said she 
was confident insurers would pay out but it 
was taking much longer than expected. 

Little 

“They just seem to be dragging their heels 
at the moment,” she said. “I have legal 
people talking with the insurers at the 
moment. I am confident this will be resolved 
in the near future and they will pay out. 

“Until then, it is just a matter of carrying 
on and keeping everything running as best 
it can. Work has been ongoing at the site 
despite the fire. 

“Unfortunately we have been able to do 
very little to clean up the site at the moment 
and obviously no building work has taken 
place.” 

Ms Sault said once the insurance had paid 
out plans would be lodged with Sandwell 
Council for the new development. She said 
it had been supportive during the fire and 
hoped the proposals would be approved. 

A report into the exact cause of the fire 
has still to be completed.
